Three  of  my  postals  went  to 
aged  saints  in  my  own  town.

Often  I 
met  him  on  the  street  hobbling 
with  his  cane,  a  smile  on  his 
face.  One  was  a  woman  of  86, 
blind,  but  always  greeting  you 
with  a  glad  welcome.  The  third 
was  long  an  honored  preacher- 
educator,  now  ill,  his  last  job 
gone,  his  end  near,  feeling  there 
was  nothing  more  to  live  for. 

Next  night,  only  a  few  min¬ 
utes  apart,  all  three  rang  my 
phone,  to  thank  me  warmly  for 
a  cheery  word  on  a  postal! 
Three  lc  postals,  three  minutes 
eaehlr  I  never  had  so  much  for 
so  little!  Why  not  try  it?  All 


with  60, 
postal  cards,  knowing  a  favor¬ 
ite  hobby  of  mine  is  the  use  of 
postals. 


I  use.  hundreds  of 
friendships  alive — one  of  the 
trudsti  joys  in  life  for  me.  In¬ 
deed,  I’ve  found  nothing  in  life 
more  rewarding.  *  . 

Of  all  the  numerous  articles 
I’ve  -  written,  none  has  ever 
brought  me  a  heartier  response 
than  on  “Kindness  by  Mail” — 
kindness  mainly  by  the  use  of 
postals:  three  cents,  two  min¬ 
utes,  then  a  kind  message  on 
its  way  to  cheer  some  burden¬

Slain  Missionaries’ 
Kin  End  Vauca  Visit 


Protestant  women  mission¬ 
aries  returned  to  civilization  al¬ 
ter  53  days  deep  in  the  Ecua¬ 
dorian  jungle  making  friends 
with  the  “stone-age”  Auca  In¬ 
dian  tribe  who  slew  five  male 
missionaries  three  years  ago. 

The  womaiT’are  Mrs.  Betty 
Elliot,  32,  of  Moorestown,  N.  J., 
widow  of  one  of  the  slain  mis¬ 
sionaries,  and  Rachel.  Saint,  40, 
of  Huntingdon  mission  to  the 
jungle  tribe  was  Mrs.  Elliot’s 
four-year-old  daughter,  Valerie. 

To  reach  the  Auca  village  on 
the  Curaray  River,  they  travel¬ 
ed  three  days  by  canoe  from 
the  missionary  outpost  of  Ara- 
juno.  In  ther  party  were  one 
Auca  woman  who  life  the  tribe 
13  years  ago  and  six  others  who 
had  gone  to  Arajuno  to  invite 
the  missionaries  to  settle  on 
their  village. 

The  missionary  women  were 
fed  by  their  Auca  hosts  and  by 
regular  air  drops  from  a  plane 
of  the  Missionary  Aviation  Fel¬ 
lowship.  They  kept  in  touch 
with  the  base  at  Arajuno  by 
short  wave  radio.  The  mission¬ 


aries  were  escorted  on  their  re¬ 
turn  from  Aucaland  by  a  group 
of  friendly  Quechua  Indians. 

After  a  short  rest,  the  women 
plan  to  return  to  Aucas.  Other 
missionaries  may  go  with  them. 

/Death  came  to  the  five  male 
missionaries  while  on  a  similar 
peace-making  and  evangelistic 
mission  to  the  South  American 
tribe  in  January,  1956.  The 
tribe  reportedly  explained  later: 
"We  thought  they  were  enemies 
and  wanted  to  eat  us.”

The  right  foot 
isn’t  much  good  for  anything  except 
turning  pages  and  walking.  But  that 
is  beside  the  point. 

The  point  is  that  for  many  years  I 
have  made  spending  change  and 
bought  most  of  my  clothes  by  selling 
the  fancy  needle  work  that  I  do.  The 
Lord  has  blessed  me  with  many  won¬ 
derful  friends  and  I  have  most  al¬ 
ways  found  ready  sale  for  my  wares, 
but”!  am  slow  and  the  little  money  I 
make  is  soon  gone'  for  things  I  need. 
I  do  tithe  my  earnings  but  I  have 
long  wanted  to  do  more. 

To  be  able  to  give  to  your  Crusade 
has  been  an  unattainable  goal  for  sev¬ 
eral  years.  Because  of  my  speech  de¬ 
fect  f  cannot  talk  to  people  about  our 
wonderful  Savior  or  be  a  soul  win¬ 
ner.  I  felt  that  through  you  I  might 
repay  a  little  of  my  debt  to  Christ.  I 
don’t  deserve  it  but  the  Lord  has  bles¬ 
sed  me  again  —  beyond  my  wildest 
dreams.

Because  of 
my  speech  defect  I  cannot  talk  to  people 
about  our  wonderful  Savior  or  be  a  soul 
winner.  I  felt  that  through  you  I  might 
repay  a  little  of  my  debt  to  Christ  1  don’t 
deserve  it,  but  the  Lord  has  blessed  me 
again  beyond  my  wildest  dreams." 

She  enclosed  $10.00  and  promises  to 
pray  daily.  Can  you  read  this  and  not  be 
moved?  Can  you  read  this  and  not  be  con¬ 
cerned  about  how  we  operate  B.  G  E.  A  ? 
About  how  we  spend  the  money  that  the 
Lord  has  entrusted  to  ua?  Can  you  read 
this  and  not  be  thankful  for  all  that  God 
has  done  for  ut?  I  am  sure  that  you  will 
agree  that  this  is  one  of  the  most  moving 
letters  you  have  ever  read  and  the  most 
sacrificial  gift  we  have  ever  received. 

A  copy  of  these  letters  are  going  to 
each  member  of  the  Board  and  of  the 
Team.  I  am  sure  it  will  cause  each  of  us 
to  do  a  little  re-thinking,  a  lltter-re-dedl- 
eating,  a  little  soul-aearching.  The  Lord 
have  mercy  on  ua.  if  It  doesn’t!

The  Christmas  angels  may  have  been  on  key.  But  they  ap¬ 
pear  to  have  been  “otCpa&e.”  The  theme  of  their  song  has  been 
understood  through  <rfe  years  as  a  prediction  of  peace.  “Glory 
to  God  in  the  highest,  and  on  earth  peace,  good  will  toward 
men”  (Luke  2:14). 

But  two  thousand  years  have  passed  and  the  nations  have  not 
yet  beaten  their  “swords  into  plowshares,  and  their  spears  into 
pruning  hooks,”  and  the  study  of  war  is  still  the  chief  item  in 
the  curricula  of  the  nations  around  the  world. 

Just  before  the  American  Revolution,  Patrick  Henry  epitom¬ 
ized  the  plight  of  the  world  when  he  said,  “Gentlemen  may  cry 
‘Peace!  Peace!’  but  there  is  no  peace.  The  war  has  already  be¬ 
gun!”  And  shortly  after  the  Civil  War,  Longfellow  penned  this 
expression  of  despair: 

I  heard  the  bells  on  Christmas  Day 
Their  old  familiar  carols  play, 

And  wild  and  sweet  the  words  repeat 
Of  peace  on  earth,  good-will  to  men.

Our  missionaries  in  Mexico 
are  of  the  finest  to  be  found. 
Rev.  William  Haverfleld,  one 
of  them,  traveled  with  qs  and 
was  our  interpreter.  We  really 
depended  on  him  as  none  of  us 
could  speak  Spanish. 

In  Torreon  we  visited  our 
Seminary  and  met  the  presi¬ 
dent,  Dr.  Crance.  We  also  visit¬ 
ed  the  girls  and  boys  home, 
where  students  from  ah  over 
from  ..lexica  live  while  attending  the 


Seminary. 

These  homes  are  partially  op¬ 
erated  by  .Lottie  Moon  gifts.  We 
found  these  homes  to  be  ren¬ 
dering  a  wonderful  service  to 
these  young  people. 

The  Mexican-American  hos¬ 
pital  in  Guadalafara  is  well- 
equipped  and  is  under  the  sup¬ 
ervision  of  Drs.  Cole  and  Fow¬ 
ler.  In  years  to  come  it  will  ren¬ 
der  wonderful  service  to  these 
people  In  their  physical  need 
and  give  our  Christian  ddttors 
and  opportunity  to  witness  to 
them  of  ouf  Lord  and  Savior 
Jesus  Christ. 

As  we  approach  our  Lottie 
Moon  offering  season  I  urge 
each  of  you  to  give  an  extra 
gift  thii  year,  as  in  Mexico, 
people  all  over  the  world,  where- 
ever  our  missionaries  are  sta¬ 
tioned,  are  awaiting  this  offer¬ 
ing.
